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Energy code change is 


effective this month 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new require- 
ments for energy conservation to be included in the 
State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The 
new provisions took effect this month on January 1 
and they constitute an entire replacement of the cur- 
rent Chapter 13, which affects all new commercial 
and high-rise residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utili- 
ties, offered a year-long series of training seminars 
offered on the new energy code last year and repeats 
this series beginning in the Spring of this year. 
Architects, engineers, interior designers, contractors 
and others are encouraged to attend. For more

Zoning for livable communities 


The BSA Codes & Regulations Committee was a 
player on the national and local codes scene during 
the last year. Our endorsement of the International 
Building Code, our analysis of Chapter 34 of the 
Massachusetts State Building Code and our pilot 
program in Boston for the National Fire Incident 
Documentation Program have positioned the Boston 
architectural community as a participant in the 
process of code development in the Commonwealth 
and nationally. 


While we will sustain our efforts in these areas, we 
are undertaking a new initiative this year: an investi- 
gation of zoning regulations and their impacts on 
the developing urban fabric of Boston's neighbor- 
hoods. Our intention is to work within the frame- 
work of the Civic Initiative for a Livable New 
England, the year-long BSA investigation of smart 
growth, by looking for ways to promote and 
strengthen existing neighborhoods in Boston 
through zoning. 


Housing, pedestrian-scale mixed-use development, 
and transportation are among the topics on our 
agenda for the coming months. We will also be 
working in collaboration with the BSA Housing 
Committee and, we hope, with the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority in an effort to generate 
concrete proposals for the future adoption of zoning 
regulations in the City of Boston.

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How well do you play 
“the hiring game”? 


A pile of resumes, an approaching deadline, and a 
tight budget can make hiring decisions time-con- 
suming and risky endeavors. Trying to read between 
the lines of a resume, getting past the glossy portfo- 
lio photographs to the actual work, and cultivating 
the essential information about a candidate during 
an interview all can make the entire process over- 
whelming. 


Before you begin the interview, or even the resume- 
screening, construct a job description — a few brief 
notes on the day-to-day duties of the person to be 
hired. From there, list the skills required to get the 
job done and distinguish those skills from attributes 
that are "simply desirable”. Then set realistic param- 
eters for the level of experience that is likely to be 
necessary to do the job. 


What do resumes really say? A sign of a good can- 
didate is a thoughtful cover letter that addresses 
directly the situation at hand. A concise resume list- 
ing experience and detailing roles played on particu- 
lar projects can indicate an ability to organize and 
present relevant material alongside the quantitative 
information it provides about the candidate. 
Vagueness about employment dates and roles played 
may suggest gaps in experience or questioning. 


What's the story behind the portfolio? A portfolio 
with nothing but working drawings can be rather 
dull. Including eye-catching renderings and photo- 
graphs is typical and an effective way of providing 
project overviews. However, determining exactly 
what roles a candidate played can be more difficult. 
A construction administrator, for example, may have 
very little presentable visual evidence of his or her 
actual role. Questions designed to elicit the scope of 
one's involvement (such as the program behind the 
project, how long the project was on the boards, the 
level of client involvement, or the problems encoun- 
tered during construction) can help clarify the range 
of a candidate's abilities. It is also useful to ask can- 
didates which projects they have excluded from their 
portfolio or resumes; the answers may be enlighten- 
ing. 

Who is this person behind the paper? Evaluating 
leadership, responsibility and personality is the most 
difficult part of the interview. Try asking how a can- 
didate handled a particularly difficult situation, 
which work experiences were preferable and why, or 
ask for views on relevant professional issues. A brief 
conversation between a candidate and a CAD man- 
ager may help clarify the candidate's CAD capabili- 
ties — many design firms have developed their own 
tests. Delving into career goals and aspirations also 
may help you better evaluate the prospective match. 


And don't forget to ask about visa status, profession- 
al licensing, and degrees earned. Finally, the candi- 
date should be asked to fill you in on outside com- 
mitments that might affect his or her performance 
on the job.

Legislative action affects 
architects 


The last several months of last year were marked by 
significant legislative and regulatory changes that 
affect the design and construction industry and 
architects in particular. Many of these changes have 
been summarized in a brief and readable paper pre- 
pared by Marty Smith AIA of the Facilities Planning 
Division of the University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst. 


Titled "A Brief Summary of the General FY2001 
Appropriations and Supplemental Appropriations 
Legislation and the DCAM Bond Bill and 
Transportation Bond Bill Provisions Which Affect 
the Practice of Architecture in the Public Sector", 
this two-page summary focuses on designer evalua- 
tion by DCAM, contractor evaluation, punchlist 
completion, study designer vs final designer, fee 
retainage and a few other issues.

Don't begin until the scope 
is clear 


"Work with your client to develop a well-defined 
scope of services... services you will perform for the 
agreed-upon fee, services you can perform for an 
additional fee, services you will not perform, and 
services that must be performed but will be carried 
out by a third party."

Young designers trained 
in unique BSA program 


The Young Designers Professional Development 
Institute is a comprehensive effort initiated last year 
by the BSA and Gathering Pace Consulting to pro- 
vide design firms with practical job training for 
young designers. 


Enrollment for the next session is open now. This 
session, which begins in March, is the third session 
administered as a year-long curriculum providing 
young designers with a half-day training session each 
month that focuses — over the course of the year — 
on issues such as office procedures and communica- 
tions, coordination of drawings and spec's for all dis- 
ciplines, site analysis and programming, writing 
effectively, how to work on a project team, how 
budgets and proposals are written, factors that affect 
billable hours and ratios, working with consultants, 
product research, casework design and detailing, etc.

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How long should you keep 
project documents ? 


Following is a series of guidelines offered periodically 
by the national office of the AIA and by attorney Ava 
Abramowitz: 


© Keep a project file for as long as you are at risk 
of being called into court to defend your services. In 
jurisdictions with no special statute of repose for im- 
provements to real property, that may mean forev- 
er...however, Massachusetts does have a statute of re- 
pose. 

© Keep your contract and all record documents — 
that is, final drawings and specifications — as well as 
the chronological file of progress reports and corre- 
spondence at least until the revelant state of limita- 
tions period passes. Files for any project that suf- 
fered an unusual number of design, construction, 
personality, or financial problems should be saved 
whenever possible. Similarly, priorities should be 
given to saving files for those projects in which new 
building products or systems or methods of applica- 
tions were used. 

© Save all documents when you are the sole source 
of documents; assume that your client has kept noth- 
ing. 

© Integrate documents into your record set when- 
ever possible. For example, a change-order can be 
securely stapled to the appropriate page of the archi- 
tect’s record documents. 

© Save data that directly relate to translating ideas 
into design and design into construction including 
any notes that reflect your clients’ or consultants’ de- 
cisions to have you vary the design or details from 
your original proposal. 

© Take particular note of documents showing that 
your services, judgements, and decisions were in ac- 
cordance with the applicable standard of care and 
your professional services contract. 

© Archiving computer files requires special atten- 
tion. Specific procedures may include archiving a 
copy of the current version of the software with data 
files, placing back-up copies in separate locations, 
shielding files from magnetic interference, and set- 
ting a time limit on how long drawing files will be 
saved. 

© Make sure your archives will stand the test of 
time; fax paper, diazo prints, and some other media 
fade.

Do you have unusual 
employee benefits ? 


At Prellwitz/Chilinski Associates in Cambridge, em- 
ployees have an unusual fringe benefit: it comes un- 
der the heading of “Seeker Day” and it provides each 
employee at this design firm with one day off and 
$500 “to seek out their interests.” The firm tells 
each employee that he or she “may use the money 
and time in any creative way they wish: to see a new 
city, visit famous restaurants, attend seminars, etc. — 
{to pursue] any means of exploration that enhances 
their abilities and thereby enriches the firm.” 


Do you do anything like this? The BSA, as part of 
its ongoing analysis of design-firm benefits in the 
Boston area, is interested in hearing about your em- 
ployee benefits. While most of the conventional em- 
ployee benefits — health insurance, vacation days, 
occasional parking slots, etc. — are well-document- 
ed, there is little available data on the more creative, 
more unusual benefits that make employment a rich- 
er experience than might be expected.

Metzger honored for public- 
policy leadership role 


George Metzger AIA of HMFH Architects was hon- 
ored at the BSA Banquet at Build Boston in 
November for his exceptional leadership of the AIA 
Massachusetts/BSA Legislative Affairs Committee for 
the past several years. 


In making the presentation, last year's BSA president, 
Michael Hicks AIA, credited Metzger’s leadership 
and the astute advice of the profession’s legislative 
advisor, former State Senator George Bachrach, with 
several major legislative victories during the past year 
including successful passage of a bill that ensures 
timely payment of designers’ fees, rescue of the 
School Building Assistance program, facilitating 
adoption of a comprehensive designer performance- 
evaluation process at the state level, and advancing 
the reform of construction laws in Massachusetts by 
eliminating the mandatory two-step design process. 


“We believe that George Metzger has begun what we 
hope is a long-term effort to reform construction law 
in Massachusetts,” noted BSA president Rebecca 
Barnes FAIA. She said that Metzger embodied “the 
professional wisdom and the professional commit- 
ment neccessary to sustain this critical public-policy 
program” during the next few years. 


Following the banquet, Metzger noted that the 
Legislative Affairs Committee is a small group of 
dedicated architects and others who understand that 
every design professional in Massachusetts, whether 
working in the private sector or doing public work, 
has a profoundly important stake in the shaping of 
public policy on Beacon Hill. He noted that this year 
the Committee's focus will be on Chapter 149 revi- 
sions, frivolous lawsuits filed against designers, and 
other laws and regulations that affect our practices. 


The Committee meets for breakfast at 8:30 am at the 
BSA on the 2nd Tuesday of each month; all readers 
are urged to participate in this effort.

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Members adopt $2.5-million BSA operating budget 


At the BSA Annual Meeting in December, members 
voted to adopt a Board-proposed operating budget 
of approximately $2.5 million for this fiscal year. Of 
special note were these budget elements: 


© the projection of a surplus to ensure the availabili- 
ty of funds for BSA building renovations, reserve 
funds for balloon mortgage payments, significant 
downturns in the economy and other predictable 
and unpredictable events; 


© the projection of another profitable year for 
ArchitectureBoston, the successful publishing venture 
now in its third year; 


© the continuing professional and financial success 
of Build Boston; 


© the expansion of member services such as the 
Web-based Building Industry Classified; 


© the continuing investment in the Civic Initiative 
for a Livable New England inaugurated last year by 
BSA president Rebecca Barnes FAIA (see pp. 1, 19 

& 20); 


© the expansion of Learning By Design in 
Massachusetts, the BSA’s in-school training program 
focusing on design awareness among school teachers 
and schoolchildren; 


© the enrichment of the Young Designers 
Professional Development Institute, the training pro- 
gram for young design professionals developed by 
the BSA last year in conjunction with Gathering 
Pace Consulting (see p. 7); 


a membership dues increase of 5% (following a 
year in which there was no dues increase); and 


© the creation of a defined-benefits plan for our 
professional staff, which numbers nine people (essen- 
tially the same staff level we had a decade ago). 


As the charts above reflect, only about 42% of the 
BSA’s income is generated by members’ dues; the

income. This low proportion of dues income is 
unusual and reflects the extraordinary effectiveness of 
BSA programming in generating revenue.

For young designers who join the BSA/AIA as stu- 
dents or shortly after graduating from architecture 
school, the benefits of membership include better 
jobs, a richer understanding of the profession and a 
network of colleagues, mentors and friends.

State cracks down 
on illegal use of the word 


For over 15 years, the BSA has been reminding pro- 
fessionals in the building industry and retailers and 
others serving the building industry that, in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts as in most states, 
it is illegal to use the word “architecture” or any 
form of that word in promoting your business or 
your services unless you are licensed as an architect 
in Massachusetts. 


The persistence of the BSA committees that have 
reinforced the State's periodic efforts to enforce the 
law in this regard has paid off repeatedly. Most 
recently, the State ruled that the Littleton Lumber 
Company was illegally advertising “architectural 
services”. The State Division of Registration’s inves- 
tigators stepped in and pointed out the misappropri- 
ation of the word “architectural” and the lumber 
company agreed to stop using it in its advertising. 


If you are aware of similar instances in which busi- 
nesses or consultants who are not architects and not 
licensed to practice architecture in Massachusetts are 
offering such services illegally, let us know. We will 
pursue it and, as this recent case makes clear, so will 
the Commonwealth.
